It didn't have a cent of fire 
in-airanee, although, as results have 
shown, 
one building 
at least was 
practically a tinder box. 
Investigation 
here dicloses 
that 
the s t a t e of Indiana 
never has had 
any fixed policy regarding 
fire in­ 
surances, hut has left the matter in 


the h a n d s of trustees of each in­ 
stitution. 
There 
never 
lias been 
a central authority. 
There is no law 


on t h e 
matter. 
A s a result, 
the 
general policy has been not to insure 
the buildings, whether they are in­ 
flammable or not. 
Several 
superintendents 
in 
the 


s t a t e ’s employ were questioned and 
they 
sn id it had 
been t he general 
policy 
for many 
years to let 
the 


s t a t e take i t s own risks. 
It was be­ 
lieved, they said, that it would cost 
the state more to insure its costly 
buildings 
than 
to make 
good the 
occasional loss by fin-. 
They point­ 
ed out to the policy of the federal 
government, 
and of the 
Standard 


O il. which is not to insure. 
The fact remains, 
however, that 
the loss 
at the 
Northern 
asylum 
would have paid 
$500 premium a 
year for fifty years. 
At the office of the state fire m a r­ 
shal. it w a s sai<l that the verdict of 


b u s i n e s s men is overwhelmingly for 
fire insurance, 
They not only insure 
non-fireproof buildings, hut the fire­ 
proof ones as well. 
The theory is 
that by building 
fireproof buildings 
they 
got a much lower 
rate of in­ 
surance. 
( ities in Indiana, notably Rich­ 
mond, have conducted vigorous cam ­ 
paigns to lower the fire risk in order 
to 
lower the 
fire insurance 
rate. 
There are some who believe the state 
would follow the policy of business 
men and insure. 
These pointed out 
that 
the 
federal 
government and 
Standard Oil used extreme care in 
building to avoid inflammable materi­ 
al and build fireproof structures, and 
that there after they are extremely 
watchful to prevent fires. The super­ 
intendents questioned admitted that 
in many cases the employes of the 
state 
did not have the 
hest equip­ 
ment 
to fight fire. 
They 
also a d ­ 
mitted that 
many of the 
buildings 
were old and far from being fire­ 
proof. 
The instance of the state school 
for the blind in Indianapolis is given. 
The value of the buildings is $234, 
500, exclusive of equipment, which 
is valued at $27,800. 
The only in­ 
surance carried is accident insurance 
for the boiler room. 
George S. Wil­ 
son. superintendent, said the build­ 
ing was not fire proof, though it is 
of "tone. 
It was built inl852. 
It is 
interesting to note that 
in 
1914, according to the reports of the 
state Hoard of Charities, the state 
charitable and correctional institu­ 
tion’" spent $8,102.44 for insurance 
and $8,679.13 for tobacco.

OREGON CELEBRATES ITS 


ANNEXATION TO UNION. 


Champoeg, Ore., May 1—The sev- 


enty-second anniversary of the an- 
nexation of Oregon was celebrated 
here today 
by pioneers 
from 
all 


parts of the state. 


The memories of 
some of 
the 


gray-haired old men 
and women 


carried them back to the days when 
the Oregon territory was considered 
so wild and remote from Washing- 
ton, the seat of American 
govern- 


ment, that many statesmen believed 
that to annex it would be to acquire 
a staggering burden. 


It was at Champoeg where a small 


group of settlers gathered seventy- 
two years ago and with a majority 
of one voted that the Oregon terri- 
tory should become a part of Uni- 
ted States, and not of Canada. 


Up to the time for the last set- 


tler of th( group to vote, a tie ex- 
isted, the adherents of -the U. S. and 
Canada Being equally divided. The 
remaining voter was Xavier 
Mat- 


thieu, a Frenchmen. 


There was breathless

"as Matthieu stood irresolute de- 
tached from the two groups. Then he 
finally walked across ah open space 
and took his place with those who 
had voted in favor of annexation to 
the U. S.

Indianapolis, May 1.—If tlie trust- 


ees of the Northern Indiana Hospital 
for the Insane at Loganport, had 
spent $202.82 oil fire insurance in- 
stead of adding that amount to the 
institution's tobacco bill for 1914, the 
tax payers of the state would have 
saved the $25,000 loss which tlie in- 
stitution sustained 
through fire a 


week ago. 
The Northern's tobacco 


bill for 1014 was «L,37:!.57, an in- 
crease of $292.82 over the previous 
year. 
It didn't have a cent .of fire 


insurance, although, as results have 
shown. one-Jniilding at least was 
practically a tinder box. 


Investigation here dicloses thai 


the state of Indiana never has had 
any fixed policy regarding fire in- 
surances, but lias left the matter in 
the hands of trustees of each in- 
stitution. 
There never 
has been 


n central authority. There is no law 
on the 
matter. As a result, 
the 


general policy has been not to insure 
the buildings, whether they are in- 
flammable or not. 


Several 
superintendents in 
the 


state's employ were questioned and 
they said it had been the general 
policy for many years to let the 
state take its own risks. It was be- 
lieved, they said, that it would cost 
the state more to insure its costly 
buildings . than to make good the 
occasional loss by fire. 'They point- 
ed out to the. policy of the federal 
government, and of the 
Standard 


Oil. which is not to insure".' 


The fact remains, 
however, that 


the loss 
at the Northern asylum 


would have paid 
$500 premium a 


year for fifty years. 


At the office oi' the state fire mar- 


shal, it was said that the verdict of 
business men is overwhelmingly for 
fire insurance. They not only insure 
non-fireproof buildings, but the fire- 
proof ones as well. The theory is 
that by building fireproof buildings 
they get a much "lower rate of in- 
surance. 


Cities in Indiana, notably Rich- 


mond, have conducted vigorous Cam- 
paigns to lower the fire risk in order 
to lower the fire insurance rate. 
There are some who believe the state 
would follow the policy of business 
men and insure. These pointed out 
that the federal government and 
Standard Oil used extreme care in 
building to avoid inflammable materi- 
al and build fireproof structures, and 
that there after they are extremely 
watchful to prevent fires. The super- 
intendents questioned admitted that 
in many cases the employes of the 
state did not have the best equip- 
ment to fight fire. They also ad- 
mitted that many of the buildings 
w«re old arid far from being fire- 
proof. 


The instance of the state school 


for the blind in Indianapolis is given. 
The value of. the buildings is $234, 
500, exclusive of equipment, which 
is valued at $27.800. The only in- 
surance carried is accident insurance 
for the boiler room. George S. Wil- 
son, superintendent, said "the build- 
ing was not fire proof, though it is 
of stone.. It was built in!852. 


It is interesting to note that in 


.1014, according to the reports of the 
state Board of Charities, the state 
charitable and correctional institu- 
tions spent $8,102.44 for insurance 
and $8,679.13.for tobacco.
